Council Meets and Spends Busy Ses- 


sion—San Francisco Pipe Company 
Escapes Loss Because of Failure to 
Notify It of Award of Contract 


Many important matters came be- 


fore the attention of the City Council 
at its meeting yesterday. 


The J. R. Bradley Company was 


awarded the contract to supply the 
city with about a'mile of sewer pipe 
which is to be laid, under the terms 
of the recent ordinance providing for 
bonds to construct sewers in this city, 
along Sixth street and on Spokane 
street. 


A feature of this transaction is the 


fact that Gladding, McBean & Co., 
who submitted a bid to the Council 
to supply the pipe, had made- an 
error in computing the bill. 
Instead 


of adding the freight charges from San 
Francisco, from which point the pipe 
was to have been shipped, the ac- 
countant by mistake deducted fhe fig- 
ure. Thus the bid submitted by Glad- 
ding, McBean & Co. was greatly, below 
the figures submitted by the Nevada 
Hardware Company, or J. R. Bradley 
of this city. 


The San Francisco firm, however, 


slid out of the difficulty because it wfis 
not notified within statutory time of 
the acceptance of its bid. Bradley bid 
$8,400; the Nevada Hardware and 
Supply Company bid $8,496, while the 
firm in San Francisco offered, by mis- 
take, to supply the pipe for $5,400. 
The contract was let yesterday to the 
J. R, Bradley Company. 


Profiles Accepted

All shall be supplied with numbers to 
identify them should the speed limit 
be exceeded; drip pans, to protect the 
bitumen from the drippings; mufflers 
and lights are also to be carried on 
all machines.

Fire Station 


The Council will cons'der nt it' 


next regular meeting a petition signed 
by many citizens of the South Side 
asking for the establishment of an 
auxiliary station south of the Truckee 
River.

An Ordinance Begulattag the.Sale 
of Liquor in Saloons, 
Barrooms, 
Restaurants and Taihale .Parlors, 
Fixing a Penalty for* the Violation 
Thereof, and Other Matters Relat- 
ing Thereto. 


The City Council of, the Glty of 
Reno do ordain:

SECTION 1. No person engaged In 
selling spirituous, malt, or fermented 
liquors or wines in quantities less than 
one quart in any 
barroom, 
saloon, 


tamale parlor or restaurant, or like 
place or resort, shall sell or give away 
any liquor to be delivered or used, 
or that shall be delivered or used, In 
any side rootn, back room, upper or 
other apartment In the same 
or 


any adjoining building connected by 
use with such barroom, saloon, res- 
taurant,, tamale parlor or other like 
place or resort, excepting only In open 
rooms, alcoves or booths open at the 
top arid without' doors or curtains, 
tend not over eight feet In height ,or 
rooms, booths or alcoves forming a 
part of such place, having but one 
entrance, the doors of which shall 
swing both Inwardly and outwardly 
shall be entirely without bolts 
or 


Jocks of any kind, and shall be not 
more than six feet and three Inches In 
height from the floor, with an open 
space at the top of at least nine Inch- 
es across the entire width, and 
an 


open space of at least twenty inches 
between the floor and the bottom 
thereof; provided, such room, alcove 
or booth shall not have therein any 
furniture other than ordinary tables 
and chairs; or shall have or maintain 
In or about any saloon or barroom 
any private or separate entrance for 
any particular class of 
customers 


with any words or signs thereon signi- 
fying that the same is for ladies, or 
families, Or for any particular class 
of persons, or is a private entrance 
to such barroom or saloon, or to any 
other apartment used In connection 
therewith.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Everything Is Lovely With the Fusion Party 
J 


UST now the Republican press is working 


overtime to convince the dear public that 


there is a hopeless "split"' in the ranks of the 
Fusion party and that by no manner of means 
can they ever get together and present a united 
front to their opponents this fall. Vivid pictures 
are drawn of messengers running between the 
headquarters of the contending elements in a 
vain endeavor to bring about a reconciliation. 
There is said to be ''war to the knife and the 
knife to the hilt" between the Democrats and 
the so-called "Rump" element of the 
Silver 


party. 
The alleged leader of the "Rumps" is 


said to have proclaimed that he is in "the saddle" 
and will ride the party despite its frantic efforts 
to unseat him. All this makes interesting read- 
ing to a few weak-kneed Republicans, but a 
Democrat "just laughs." 


As a matter of fact, there is absolutely no 


friction, so far as any Democrat is aware, be- 
tween either wing of the Silver party and the 
Democrats. 
The only element of truth con- 


tained in the statement lies in the fact that con- 
cessions were made this year that brought with- 
in the same organization the disgruntled mem- 
bers of the Silver party of two years ago. 
In 


the interest ,of harmony the leaders of the 
"Rumps" were permitted to name a majority of 
the Washoe delegation to the State Convention 
at the primaries last Saturday. 
The man who 


is said to have selected the list to be voted for 
inadvertently added one too many names to the 
number. He was the victim of his own mistake 
and was defeated as a delegate to the conven- 
tion. 
However, it is probable that he \\ill be 


in the convention by proxy. 


The whole affair is a matter with which the 


Democrats have nothing whatever to do. 
It 


is a famih row among the Silver party .peopl? 
that they will settle among themselves without 
calling for the assistance of their Democratic. 
allies. 
Certain it is that the joint convention 


will not be dominated by the delegation from 
Washoe County, no matter who is heading that 


delegation, and it is not likely that any such an 
attempt will be made. 


The truth of the matter is, that not for years 


have the two parties been more closely united. 
The Republican victory of two years ago has 
awakened the members of the two parties to a 
realization that there will be no "walkover" this 
fall for anybody and that a nomination may not 
be equivalent to an election as has been the case 
for the past twelve or fourteen years, and that 
a policy of "get together" must prevail to insure 
the success of the ticket. 


As a proof of the soundness of this reason- 


ing, the conditions existing within the Republi- 
can ranks needs only to be pointed out. 
Just 


so long as the members of the g. o. p. were 
fighting to maintain 
their organization and 


leading a "forlorn hope," there were practically 
no dissensions in their ranks. But it is different 
now. 
Believing that they see an opportunity 


to forage at the public crib, leaders innumerable 
have sprung up and an attempt is being made 
to wrest control from the faithful few who have 
stuck to the faith during all the defeats of the 
past decade. As a consequence, the party is torn 
by internal dissensfons. 
Recriminations are the 


order of the clay -and at thi| writing, within a 
fortnight of their State Convention, but one 
man has had the temerity t<? announce that he 
will be a candidate on the ticket. 


The Republican victory, close as it was two 


years ago, was due entirely to the unquestioned 
popularity of Roosevelt. 
This year they must 


depend UJXMI themselves. The Democrats and 
Silver party men, on the contrary, assured of 
the leadership of William Jennings Bryan two 
\cars hence, and with a keen realization of the 
results of the mistakes of two years ago, will 
not be easily led into a factional fight that may 
culminate in disaster. 


Let 110 Fusioniht be misled into believing 


these "roorbacks" that the Republican press arc 
just now assiduously circulating, to distract at- 
tention from the dissensions within their own 
rank1;.
